Lord Salisbury Explains to His Col- 
leaKnes .!n Conncil His Inteu- 
. tlons Keffarding: Cliina. 

Duited States Ex-Speaker Crisp ou 
BimetalliBm— British Trade 
With America. 



London, Aug. 9 — A meeting oi the 
cabinet was hold at the Eoreien OflScD to- 
day. Lord Salisbury presided. The Prime 
Minister explained his intentions respBoting 
China which wore approved by the council. 
The Queen's speech, to bo delivered at the 
opening of parliament, was submitted to 
the oounoil and it also was approved. The 
speooh will ho submitted to the Queen at 
Osborne house, laie of Wight, where Hor 
Majesty is now sojourning. 

The K%t\ of Uunraven sails for Now Vork 
on the Teutonic on Wednesday, August 'M. 

A despatch to tho Times from Berlin says 
it is stated there that the Pope has written 
to Emperor William requesting him to take 
tho Catholic missiona in China under his 
protection. 

Tho Times' financial article this morning 
remarlis that tho groat increaso of British 
exports to America for tho last month is 
indicated by the Board of Tradn returns 
amoantiing to £5,320.673 ovi^ IsOl, while 
the imports have deoreasod £12,900,179 for 
the same period. The expansion of exports 
continues for almost every cinsa of goods 
and shows an increase for all, the chief ex- 
ceptions being alpaca and silk yarns. 

Tho correspondent of the Standard at 
Sotia, says : " The Bulgarian deputation at 
St. Fetersbnrg was virtually told that 
RussiA would do nothing for Bulgaria nnless 
Prince Ferdinand abdicated." 

Emperor William was the guest of the 
Prince of Wales to day On boBrd the Britan- 
nia during the yacht race at Cowes, Ho 
was banquetted by the memljers of the 
royal sqnadtoD, who attended the Kiel fetes. 
Baron Kevelstoke lenb his reiidenoe for the 
occasion. Afterwards the Emperor wit- 
nessed the firoworics and the iUnnaination of 
the yachts. 

Ex-Speaker Charles F. Crisp, of the U. S. 
House of Roprcsontativbs, who Is now in 
London, was interviewed to day in regard 
to the chances of a monotary conforonco be- 
ing called. He said : " 1 could not discover 
in my travels in England that any interest 
in bi-metallism was taken amung the people. 
They do not diacuea it and do not seem to 
be educated up to it. Mr. McNeil, lecre- 
tary of the Bimetallic Isagae, informs me 
that the membership of the league is rapidly 
increasing, but what they considered rapid 
in England would be slow in the United 
States. I have been invited to meet some of 
the leading bimetalllste and perhaps they 
will show me that the cause is developing 
more than I have reason to think it is." 

The suit for damages brought by Mrs. 
Jacoby against the Dowager Coanteaa Cow- 
ley, jg^.m the plaintifl charges with slander 
in alleging that the had written anonymous 
and obsoene letters to varic partios, has 
been settled privately, both ptn.ies agreeing 
to a withdrawal. 

A dispatob from Madrid says : At a meet- 
ing of the Caclist and Bepnbliean deputies 
to-day the members present pledged the two 
parties to oppose the payment of the Mora 
claims. In addition it was decided to send 
a petition to the Queen-regent against the 
decision of the government to pay tho 
claims. If their steps are not successful in 
preventing tho payment the depotlos de- 
cided to isBuo a manifesto to tho nation. 

Advices received from Tarsus, Asia Minor, 
say a mob attacked the American mission 
Bchool in that place, maltreated tho students 
and threatened tho missionaries. No details 
as yet have reached here.

HWA SANG MASSACRE, 



Statement of Miss Hartford, One of 
tho {female Missionaries 
Who Escaped. 



American Kesldents Dissatislied That 
They Are Not Represented 
In the Inquiry. 

Nkw Yokk, Aug. 9.— A special dispatch 
^ the World from Shanghai, China, says : 
The statement of Miss Mabel 0. Hartford, 

tho only American at Hwa Sang at the time 
of the massacre, is as follows : 

August 1, at 7:30 a.m., I heard shouting. 
They were tho yells of tho servants, who 
rushed In shouting to me te get np, for the 
Vegetarians were coming, tearing down the 
houses on the hill belonging to the English 
mission. A few minutes later a teacher oame 
to my door and told me to run. I pnt on my 
clothes and rushed to the door. I was met by 
a man with a trident spear, who yelled: 

Here is a foreign woman," and he pointed 
the spear at my chest. I twisted it to one 
side and it just grazed my ear and head. 
He threw me to the ground and boat me 
with the wooden end of the spear. A ser- 
vant came and wrenched the epear away, 
then told me to ran. I jumped down the 
embankment and ran along the road. A 
servant came and pulled me along until I 
got upon the side of the Iiill. I then lay 
down there to get my breath. After resting 
tr?lca I reached a secluded spot and lay 
there. All this times the yells went on and 
two houses were burnt to tho ground. After 
a while the yells stopped. I supposed tho 
Vegetarians had gone away. A servant went 
to see how matters were. He returned In 
half an hour, tolling me to come home, that 
five ladies of the Koglisb mission bad been 
killed ond some had been wounded, but 
that my house, a rented native house, had 
not been troubled at all. I went homo to 
find Miss Codrlngton much out about the 
head and beaten all over ; Mildred Stewart, 
12 years old, tho knee out and bleeding ; 
Herbert Stewart, 6 years old, cub on the 
head and almost dead ; Baby Stewart, one 
eye black and swollen ; the second Stewart 
girl, Kathleen, 11 years old, with the 
second boy, Ivan, 3 years old, were beaten 
and pierced with a spear, bat not serioDsiy 
injured. The boy vomited all day, bnt we 
thonght it was from fright. Mr. Phillips, 
of the English mission, who lived in a 
native house some distance away, escaped 
all Injury, only arriving in time to sua the 
bodies of the dead and here the Vegetarians 
say, " We havo killed all the foreigners." 

In response to telegrams from the South- 
ern Methodist, Presbyterian and Masonic 
societies' ofliciais at Nashville, asking the 
State department to protect American mis- 
sions in China, actint; Secretary Adeo tele- 
graphed tliat ijnited Stales Minister Djnby 
had already taken most vigorous measures 
to secure their safety, and tliat renewed in- 
structions had already been caliled to tho 
minister. It is reali/.ed that tho conditions 
in China are now such, with the population 
holding all foreigners without discrimina- 
tion rosponsiblo for the Japancso ooniuest, 
as to make it well nigh impossibio to police 
the whole of the vast interior country. 

Tho Vegetarians, who are causing tho 
outbreaks, are a secret political ordar, Thay 
claim to be a religious sect, but In reality 
they stand to China as the Mihitiste do to 
Russia. They have long been seeking to 
overthrow tho Peking government, and it la 
the belief that their main purpose at present 
is not directed against the Christians, but 
is intended to embroil the government with 
foreign countries and thus lead to the em 
barra>-m'ent and possible overthrow of the 
present Poking authorities. For this 
reason it is believed that tho oentral govern- 
ment will use all Its resources to suppress 
tho Vegetarians, not only In response to the 
foreign demand, bub as a moasuro of eelf- 
protoctlon. The Vegetarians get their 
name from tho fact that they livo wholly on 
vegetables, denying themselves all fiesh 
food. They are mainly liuddhists, for the 
central government allows Buddhism, Con- 
fucianism and one (.ther religion to flourish, 
and there is no clear lino of domarkution be- 
tween them. 

Si[AN(iiiAi, Aug. 9. — Tho Americans here 
have sent a cable dispatch to President 
Cleveland protesting against United States 
Minister Donby's action in conaenting that 
tho British consul should represent Ameri- 
ca in the Sze Chunn inquiry. They recom- 
mend a reconstruction of tho commisaion by 
sending an American official of adequate 
rank and the exoinsion of impiionicJ -C'^Xz.- 
ese officials. The also recommend that a 
marine escort accompany tho commission.

GomI News From the Flsberles. 
St. Jouns, Mfld., Aug. 9.— Ihe fishing 
news from Labrador, where the chief cod 

fishing of the colony is prosecuted, is most 
encouraging, and prospects aro excellent for 
the largest fishery in many years. Many 
large dealers have twice as much fish as last 
year. The shore dealers as well as the 
green fish dealers are securing good fares, 
and many have wet all their salt, so that 
shipments are being made from here to-day 
fearing that tho fish may bo ruined. The 
shore fishery along the western coast is 
nearly over, and was much above the aver- 
age. Tho lobster fishery was also success- 
ful. 

Stnrtllns Confession. 
Montreal, Aug. 9.— Cbacies Jenkins, 
one of the firebugs under arrest for com- 
plicity in tho destruction of the wholesale 
stationery warehouse of Boyd, Gillies & 
Co., made a startling confession yesterday 
during tho progress of the preliminary in- 
qairy into the case at the police court. 
Crown Prosecutor Qulnn, before Jenkins 
made his statement, announced that the 
charge against Jenkins would bs withdrawn, 
as the prisoner bad turned Queen's evidence. 
Jenkins described bow be and Haynes, his 
fellow conspirator, pnrohased methylated 
spirits, linseed oil and cotton waste, dlatri- 
buted it around the building and finally 
fired It. Haynes told him that the firm 
was in a very rotten condition and Boyd, 
the senior partner, was anxious that the 
premises should go up. Jenkins gave many 
details of the conspiracy among the parties 
mentioned. It Is said be hasn't yet con- 
cluded his disclosures. Andrew Boyd, the 
member of the firm implicated by the con- 
fession. Is in Europe.

Out- 
side tho unusual number on the streets 
there is no sign of a strike, as the men are 
very orderly.

His tivo com- 
panions escaped.

— The demonstration in 
honor of Hayhurst here has been abandoned, 
owing to the hour of the arrival of the 
" Sardinian " with the crack shot on board. 

<;aTc IIlN Fnuilly (iround Class, 
Stuati oru, Aug. 9, — We have a sensa- 
tional case here. A warrant is out for the 
arrest of " Doc " Erb, an old quack doc- 
tor, who is accused of giving his family 
ground glass in their soup. Erb is said to 
have left the country.

J< H. Mnllen's Dead Body Discovered 
FloBtlugr in tlie Inner 
Harbor. 



Dr- CromptOQ at tlie Inqaest Draws 
Attention to Needed Keforms 
at tlie Morfirne. 



Yesterday mdrning tha body of J. H. 
Mullen, of Albany, Oiogon, waa found float- 
• ing iu the harbor off Porter's whtttf. Cspt. 
John Birry, of tha oteamor Sadie, wlieii lie 
came dowu to the city wharf ablut half-pASt 
■even had hia attention called by George 
MoKlnley, the wharBager on Porter's wharf, 
to what looked to be a man's head juat under 
the Burfaoe of the water aud surrounded by 
a bed of floating kelp, Capt. Birry with 
another man took a small boat, and on 
oloser eiamlnation found it was indeed a 
dead body that they had discovered. Con- 
stable Palmer was notified, and on examin- 
ing the body, which waa that of n well- 
dressed man of 45, found in the pocktta 
money amountinj; to §4G OO, a few town 
papers and a latter from \\. H. Alien, of 
this city to J. H. Mullen. There wua a 
watob aud chain on the body, the watch 
was still going when the body waa pulled 
ashore and the hands pointed to nine min- 
ntes past three. 

An inquest waa ordered by ibe coroner 
for the afoernnoQ, and Dr. Ccompton iu the 
meantioie made a post murtem examination. 
The juryinea were : Messrs. C. W. Rhodes 
(forennan), Q Matthews. F. Oregg, F. Nor- 
rls, W. Borthwick, and H. L. Salmon, 

W. H. Adapns said hs had reoognhad the 
body us that of an old friend, John H, alul- 
Icn, a rcitl estate agent in Albany, Oregon. 
0.1 Si.tunUy deoaased oamo over 
to pay him a visit, and was 
very much depressed and down hoarted 
owing to business troubles. On Thursday 
Mullen left the house where ho waa ntaylng 
with witneaa on King's avenue and did not 
return again. A searcli waa made for bim 
the same night, but he could not bii touud, 
and nothing was known of his wherenbouta 
till the dead body waa found flouting in the 
harbor. A telegram waa produced by wit- 
ncBS who received it from liocouaeil last 
Friday. It waa dated Portland and read : 
"Will bo on Seattle hint tomorrow 
morning, olao good-bye, J. H. Mui.i.KS." 

Thia seemed to point to a dospondent 
mood, but no proof that auicido liad been 
committed could bo found. 

R. W . Fawcett, another old friend of 
deceased whom he had known for over 
ceventeeo year', eb:kted that Mullen wae 
very maoh depressed during the last law 
days, saying he had lost all bis frieude. 

Dr. Crompton, who made the post 
mortem, stated that drowning waa the 
oanso of death. That the body had not 
■ank was no doubt dne to the kelp, v/hioh 
BStisted to keep it afloat. Having given 
his evideaoe, Dr. Crompton aaid be desired 
to,oall attention to the diigraoefol oondltion 
of'the morgue. While he made hie post- 
mortem examination of the bsdy he was con- 
tinnaily annoyed by the obildren and other 
persons, who persisted in looking in through 
tha windows of the building, which 
!>re low enough to the ground 
to permit of thia baing done. When 
he first reached the morgue he found 
□umbers of children collected there, and 
directly he entered he heard one boy ask 
another outside If he had seen the corpse. 
The othor boy replying in the negative, the 
first lad told him to stop up on a box and 
look in at the window. Thia state of things 
Dr. Crompton said should be stopped at 
once. The last time ho went to the morgue 
to perform u post mortem, he not only 
found paople looking in at the windows, 
but the door waa open, and anyone who 
liked could enter. Ho was told by tho oaro- 
taker of tho market, that though tha morgue 
was not under his charge, he had aevei'al 
times sent children away from the plaoe. 
Another thing was that tho morgue was not 
at all Baited for the purposes for which 
it was built, and post mortems could 
not be made with any degree of comfort to 
the operator. Tbo arrangements of the 
water supply and the tables were bU wrong ; 
they were too much cn a level for one thing; 
then the floor was of wood, with oraoks in 
it where filth could settle. There ahonld bo 
a cement floor. Another objeotionable fea- 
ture was that the morgue adjoined the pub. 
lio market ; it ahoald be shifted. He might 
also remark that soap and towels should be 
kept at the morgue for the oonvenienoe of 
doctors making post mortems ; the first time 
he went there he bad to dry bis hands on 
some old raga he found in the placo. 

The Coroner remarked that he waa tired 
of drawing attention to the dofioifincios of 
the morgue. He hoped the jury would 
draw attention to tho points l)r. Crompton 
had spoken of when they gave thoir vor. 
diet. 

The jury brought in the following finding: 
" Deceased was found drowned in Victoria 
harbor on August 9. 

" Wo would suggest that tho public be 
excluded from the morgue during tbo per- 
formance of post mortem examinations, that 
the water taps in the morgue be raiaed and 
that a cornent floor bo laid aa soon as pos- 

6il)lo. " 

The unfortunato man who was found 
drowned was formerly a resident of this 
city where be was u sowing roaohine agent. 
He was afterwards a member of the firm of 
Curran tc Montoith, real estate agents at 
Albany, Oregon. He wae a native of Ire- 
land and wa» 45 years of age at Ibe tioie of 
his death. The funeral takes place this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock from Hayward'a 
undertaking looms. 
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CHOLEKA IN JAPAN. 

It Has Been Hproiid Kvery.vliere and Safety 
Is Scureely to lio Found 
Anywhere. 

PiTOSBDKO, P4,, Aug. 9,— Ravages of 

cholera in Japan aro set forth this week in 
letters roooived from Miaa Anna Davia, of 
this city, miseionary in Jipan. Ucrotoforc, 
Mies Davij sbatea, cholera has been confined 
to certain placeajBand densely populated 
parts, but, owing to tho war, soldiers have 
Bcittorod everywhere and cholera has fol- 
lowed until safety ia found nowhere. Mlea 
Divie, who ia located at Tokio, haa gone 
with other frionda to the mountains for the 
heated monthe. Artioiea of food hitherto 
prized by tho miasionarica during their rest 
iu the mountains have been fruit brought 
from tho towns. This season fruit cannot 
bo touched, lb la so largely imprrgoattd 
with cholera germs that it Is perilous to par- 
take of it. Of perils from the sword the 
missionaries In Japan, Miss Davis states, 
are In no danger.

THE CODETS. 

Argument In the Blytho Abduction Case Fin- 
lahed— An A ppeiil Keoiieia'd. 

Argument waa yesterday resumed before 
the full l>3nch on the question as to whether 
tho courts of IS C. have jurisdiction in the 
Blytho abduction case. 

Mr. Frank Higgins, for the priaoncr, 
brie ily referred to tho poiuta ho liad raised 
on Wednesday. When tho girl, BoUo Lock- 
wood, had left her home in Washington she 
there abandoned here father's possession ; 
and the proseaution had failed to prove that 
the prisoner knew, or had rsaaoc to know 
that the girl was under her fath- 
er's care when she came to 
Victoria ; even if no abandonment 
can be presnmed, the proseontion must show 
that tho girl intended to return home. He 
proceed to road extracts from the girl'o 
letters to Blythe. Thaaa clearly showed, 
he aaid, that the girl loved Blytho. Ho 
read extraota breathing love tor Blytho— ae 
tor inatance, " I am moat aixtoen now and 
ought to know what I am Baying when I say 
I love you better than anything in tho 
world." The iettora showed more than 
ordinary intolllgenco iu their wording. That 
tho girl ovidun'ly waa glad enough to loavo 
home, Mr. Hif^gina arguod from the 
letters which apokn of Port Hadlock ua " this 
abominable place," her only regret being to 
leave hor aunt, she being <|uito ready to 
abariloa her falhor'a posaoeaion. From other 
extracts of tho letters Mr. Higgina drew 
tho inforenoo that both tho girl and Blythe 
imagined that Mrs. Blytho had secured a 
divorce from her husband, Blytho saying, 
" 1 uuderatand I am a freo man now." jf 
tho girl abandoned her fathcr'a poaseasion in 
tho state of Waahington, aa thoao Iettora 
showed she meant to do, sho certainly was 
not taken out of her father's poaaeaalon in 
Victoria. In tho absence of proof that the 
girl was under posseaalon of her father, the 
conviction against tha prisoner could not be 
sustained. 

Mr. A. 6. Smith, deputy attarney-gen- 
eral, in openlog his argument for the 
Crown, said mere was only one point to be 
considered - whether I bo girl was, or was 
not, in possession of her father when she 
was in Victoria. The abduction really took 
place when the girl was taken out of her 
her father's poasesaion, 

Mr. Justice Waikem was of opinion that 
*he abduction was brought about by the 
moral force of the letters received by the 
girl in Washington, and therefore the orimo 
waa committed there. 

Mr. Smith arguod that this merely led 
up to the taking out of tho possession 
of the father : the act nob being aocom- 
pliehed till the girl arrived In Victoria. 

Mr. Justice McCrcight remarked that 
though tho offence was completed hero tho 
greater part of it took plaoe in Washing- 
bjn. 

Mr. Smith held that the offence could not 
be divided. It was continuous and was 
only completed here, therefore the courts 
here had jurisdiction. The girl was in ac- 
tual posseesion till sho actually abandoned 
it, and this she did not do, for sho came away 
from home on tho one understanding that 
they were to get away together. Supposing 
the man had not mot her she still would 
have been in possession of her father. lb 
was only conditional abandonment at the 
most, and Baron Parke in R. v. Manhleton 
(Dersley C.C.R. page 164) held that even in 
the case of oonditloncd abandonment the 
girl was still regarded as in her father's pos- 
seesion. The defenoe had failed to show 
that the girl had really abandoned her 
father's possession in Washington, 

In reply Mr. Higgins maintained that the 
burden of proof lay not on the difenoa but 
on tho prosecution. 

The caea ocoupied nearly all day, and 
argument baing oonoluded, judgment wa* 
reaerved. 

Ari'EAL REOI'ENED. 

Tho Diviaionul court yeaterday oonaenled 
to allow tho appeal in Kimpton v, McKay, 
which waa heard by them the day before, to 
be reopened to allow argument on aome 
further authorities laid before them by Mr, 
A, E MoPhillips on behalf of the plaintiff, 
Mr. Cbas.

Homo Rule majority in 1892 Ill 

Unionist majority in 1895 152 

A net nBkin of 96 seats in a houte of 670 
members is regarded aa amonntlng to a 
revolution in Great Britain. 

It will be interesting to know what num- 
ber of votes has effected this wonderful 
change in the roprosentation of parties in 
the House of Commona. It is natural to 
conclude that a proportionate number of 
voters has changed aides, bub this may bo 
very far indeed from being the case, Partlea 
may be so evenly divided in the oonstitu. 
enoies that the ohange of a comparatively 
few votes will make a very great change in 
party representation in Parliament, 

The Woatminstor Gazette saya aome 
things about this matter that are worth 
Knowing. According to ib the great mass 
of British voters seldom change their minds, 
no matter what question is before the peo- 
ple. In every general election there are 
always about two milliona of votera on one 
aide and nearly the game number on the 
other. The ohangon that take place are 
owing to the action of a comparativoly few 
electors who hold the balance in the con- 
stituencies and who have been happily 
called by aome one " the arm-chair politici- 
ans. " It is evident that in thelateeleotion theae 
arm-chair politicians have been much mure 
than usumlly active. The Westminster 
Gazette cuUa them contemptuously " wob 
biers." But wo have a notion that the 
great ljulk of them aro very far, indeed, 
from being what aro generally considered 
wobblers. Ihey are rather thinking men 
who, In ordinary conteata, do not consider it 
worth their while to tako a vory active 
parb. They cannot see the diirorence bo 
twixb tweodlo-dum and twoodlo-doo, and 
they act accordingly. But, when what they 
believe to be Important iBsues are at stake, 
tiiey get out of their arm chairs and go to 
ttie polls manfully, and the effeot is that 
their votes deoide a large number of eleO' 
tiona. 

The Gazette says that in bho lube Parlia- 
ment thorn wore forty Liberal soita and 
bhirty-eight Unionist seats hold by majoribioa 
of loss bhan 200. The aggregate majority 
of the forty were io round numbers 4,500, 
and of the thirty-eight 3,500. Any one can 
gee that in thoao condtituoncios the 
change of a vory few voters would vory 
materially affect the roaulb of tho elections 
The Gazette goes on to aay : 

" A more tritlo of lose than 1,000 wobblers 
wonld iflve the Liiborala a gain of soventy 
six votes on a division, and would return 
them to power with the sweeping majority 
of 101 ! The country would then have 
* pronounoed emphatically ' for Home Rule 
—by the voice of 4,000 peraons. A very 
maoh larger number of persons might have 
wobbled in other placea in the other direc- 
tion, bub they would not count one iota. 
Or, take ib tho othor way round, and suppose 
that King Chance plumped heavily for tho 
Toriea, and while leaviog them their thirty 
eight riaky soata wiped out tho forty similar 
■eats from the Liberal aoote. In that caao 
lifa» Xoriea would meet the new Parliament 
wiUi a majority .of fifty-two. Th? vo^a of 



5,000 individuals would have donu it. 
Meanwhile 50,000 wobblers elaowhore might 
have declared for Homo Rule, but King 
Salisbury, aided by a monarch yet more 
pov/orful, would laugh at them as of no 
account." 

There ia undeniably a good deal of truth 
in what tho Gazette saya, and poitciaa[ 
phtloBopbors and theoriats have been trying 
to deviae some means of doing away with 
the anomaliea cf representation, but ao far 
without auccosB. We observe that when 
tho LIborala aro auccoaaful thoir organs do 
nob icqulre very oloaely whether the 
majority In Parliament ropreaenta a pro- 
portionate majority In the country, but 
whenever the Conservatives win a victory 
at the poUa they begin immediately 
to analyze tho vote in order to 
6nd out whether the majority in the con- 
stituoucioB is as formidable aa the majority 
in the House. There is no balk of propor- 
tionate ropreaentation when the majority of 
the members eleotad ia on the Liberal side, 
no matter how great the diaorepanoy may 
bo ; but as soon aa tho Toriea got into ofFico 
the demand for reform booomes urgent. It 
is evident that the Liberals will get very 
little oomfort from the most searefaing ex- 
aroiaatioD of votes polled at the late eleo- 
tion. Their oondemnation by the nation 
waa ao general and so clearly expressed that 
they know that they were fighting for a 
lost cauBo long before the diaaolutlon was 
proclaimed. 



AN IMPORTANT DISGOVBRY. 

Tlio Jnp;iuoeo aro coiniog to llio front in 
acienco as well as in war. A Japanese hoc- 
teriologiat has diaoovered a substitute for 
yeast, which, if ib answers the description 
of it in tho August number of Chambera' 
Journal, will auporaodo baking powdors of 
every brand and answer all the purpoaoa for 
which yoaat la uaod much better than yoasb. 
Tho name of the Japanese savant who baa 
made this diaoovery ia Mr, Jokiobi Taka- 
mine. The active part of yeaat ia a fungus 
oloBoly related to bacteria. What it dooa ia 
to make changes in tho nialorinl in which 
It works that to tho ordinary obaerver 
appour to ba chemical. Well, Mr. Taka- 
mine has disoovered a fungus which it is 
said doea aimilar work batter than the yeast 
fungus. Both in baking and in brewing it 
is aaid to be auperior to yeast. Bread raised 
by this new aubatitnte for yoaet doea not 
readily become aour, and tho beer and 
wliiaUy which it helps to manufacture aro 
more wholesome and belter flavored than 
those to make which yeaat ia uaod. The 
name given to this new kind of yeast la 
" Toka KojU" 

Chambers' Journal baa formed a hieb 
opinion of tho new ferment. After describ- 
ing tho way in which it works in the brow- 
ing of ale and the diatillabion of whiskey, it 
goes on to say : 

" There ia, however, a more important 
field for Toka Koji than brswlng or distilla- 
tion — namely, breadmaking. Unless we are 
mu^h mistaken the now ferment will replace 
yeaat entirely before long for this purpoae. 
Toka Kojl is such a vigorous ferment, and 
so certain in its action, that ib will give 
much hotter reaulta than yeaat, for ib will 
be able to hold its own against the lower 
organisma that cause bread to turn aour. 
These are often present with yeast and 
causo the loss of many a good batch of 
bread and many a good brow of beer." 

Thoro aro other usos to which 
Toka Koji can bo put, and if 
it ia as good a sabatitute for yeast 
as it is represented to be, we shall, in the 
not distant future, bear a great deal moro 
about it. 



ABOUT STRIKES, 



We are quite aure that a vory conoluaive 
anawer could ho given to tho ((uostlon, " Do 
strikes pay ?" Ib would, wo balieve, be 
shown by facts and figures the truth and 
accuracy of which ib would be folly to ques- 
tion, that strikes do not pay. But the 
trouble ia that thoae moat deeply interested 
in the subject, those who loae most in every 
way by strikes are nob generally disposod to 
conaidor the quoation coolly ard calmly ao 
that djo weighcmaybogivon to the ovidonce. 
Tho strike pleases the old Adam within 
men who consider themaslves aggrieved too 
well to permit their readily giving duo 
weight to tho ovldenco that condemns it — 
tho ovidonce that ahowa that it ia a very 
elTootivo way of cutting off the noso to apito 
the facp. Many boliovo that it is too good 
a way of getting even with those who, 
they believe, treat them unjustly, to bo 
given up, even if in having recourse to it 
they do a considerable amount of harm 
thomaulvos. Thia is not a aenaible way of 
looking at a aubjoot of auch groat impor- 
buDco ; but poreona who arc an^ry and ro 
sontful are not In a position to considor any 
subject sensibly, even if that subject ia 
what is moat conducive to their 
own intnreat. I'.ut prudent men should not 
defer coming to a dooiaion about a matter so 
important as this is until a strike ia on and 
eveiyone on both aides Ib moro or loss ox- 
citod. ,Tho time to oonsider whether strikes 
are good polloy or not ia when there ia no 
strike, when working men are tolerably con- 
tented or are oonvlnoad that employera aro 
doiog for them the heat that oircumatancos 
permit. For there are times when om- 
ployora run their businoBS when tho margin 
of profio is very narrow indood, or when 
they know that thoy aro losing money. 
In auob timea the workingman, whoao wages 
are anre, baa muoh the beat of It, and know- 
ing this he ia in a proper frame of mind to 
consider whether strikes are, oithor in bad 
times or good times, an advantage to him 
and bo tho olasa to wbioh ho belongs. There 
are worklngmen and friends of workingmon 
who arrived at a deoiaion In this mat- 
ter aome time ago, and that deolslon ia that 
strikes, from the worktngman'a point of 
view, do nob pay. What i« gained by strikes 
now and then ia nob for a monionb bo bo 
compared with what ia loat. If the figures 
relative to abrikea are oirefally oonaldered 



it will be seen how Uieae men have Jarrivod 
at thia reaolt. 
There were in the year 1803 in Great 

Britain and Ireland 7.'i2 strikes, and the 
number of days' work loat by all the 
strikers was tbirty-ono millions. The pay 
for theae thirty.one million days was a dead 
loaa to the workingmen of the United King- 
dom. There was nothing to make up for it 
and there waa much to aggravate it. There 
was hunger for ono thing, and there wore 
diacontont and con.plalLing and an.xioty und 
trouble cf mind. Theae were all loaaca in 
addition to the money loaa, and Ioebcs, tnu, 
that wete moat severely felt by the best 
class of workmen and by their wives and 
children. The money loss waa immenae ; it 
ia ealimatod to amount to £6,500.000, or 
500,000. For this loaa there waa no com- 
pouaatlon. Thero was a gain, but ib waa small 
in compariaon with the loss, and, small aa It 
was, a few'^oomparatively obtained advan- 
tage from it. The probl$matiaal gain of 
$50,000 a week aaid to have been obtained 
applies to only 27- of tho 7S0 dlaputea. The 
employers, of oouren, lout by tho atrikos. 
We find that "in 128 ciaealbeagcrcgatocoat 
of their Betting and restarting uorka 
amounted to £344,858, and 488 tirma report 
that the value of their fixed capital 
laid idle waa over aixteen milliona ateiliog, 
e(iuttl to eighty milliona of dollars. Tho 
solitary gleam of brightnepa in tho aad atory 
ia that four disputes alleoting iiUU.OUO 
workora wore settled amicably." .... 
\Vith all their turbulence the atrikera gained 
only £10,359 in wages, and even the in- 
oreaae ia largely due to the fact that more 
time was workod after the strikes than be- 
fore. Tho peraons coacerned in thoao 
atrikea numbered U.'{6,386 The increase 
spread ovor thia great number of atrikera 
did not give much to each atrikor, 
but the loaa of over twenty-nine 
daya' work by each worker waa felt 
vory appreciably by thqm all. Who will 
aay that tho atrikea of 1893, in which ao 
much wiia loat by the working man and eo 
little wiia ;;aineil, p^id '! Thoy did not pay, 
and there ia no guarantee that the condition 
of the atrikera will not in a year or two be 
much worae than it waa in 1893; A moat 
oxtravogant price waa paid for tho goin, 
such as ib was, and the probability is that ib 
would have been made by an amicable ar- 
rangement between eniployora and work 
people withoub any sbriko at all. The loes 
by thoae atrikea was altogether unneoeaaury. 
Everyone, workmen, employera and the na- 
tion at large, would have been batter off if 
thoy had not taken place. Suroly, then, 
tho Britiah strike of 1S9IJ did nob pay, and 
tho aamo may bo said ot tho Amorioan 
atrikea of last year. They were a serious 
loss to all conoerned and to the country 
generally. 

CANARDS. 

Tho Timee is in its element. It has gob 
bold of an absurd story about Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell coming to Kritiah Columbia 
for a constituency, and It makoa the canard 
the subject of a loading acbiole. There ia, of 
oourae, not the shadow of a fouoditlon for 
the nonaensioal rumor ; but that trifling 
oiroumatanoe doea not prevent our contem- 
porary from treating it aorioualy. It ro- 
porLs a story < <|ually shadowy and founda- 
tionleaa about tho Premier being offered a 
constituency " in the Pacitio Province," and 
also comments upon that ridionloua fabrica- 
tion. Wodonotknow whatourcontemporary 
expecte to gain for its candidates and its 
party by giving currency to auch yarns. 
Thia ia not exactly the time to invent and 
circulate roorbaoka. Wo aro aorry to ace 
that our oontemporary has so low an opinion 
of the IntelilgeBoe and the diaoernment of 
the newapaper reading publio io thia com- 
munity aa to auppose that any number of 
British CoinmblaDB wilt give a moment's at- 
tention to reports so outrageously foolish 
and improbable. They are really an inaulb 
to the peoplo'a intelligence.

A telephone message from Carmanah 
Point yesterday afternoon brought the 
news that the Canadian Australian steam- 
ship Warrimoo waa ashore four milea north- 
west of there, a point where a wreck ia aaid 
to have occurred nob many years ago, The 
information received over the wires waa very 
meagre, and the nneertainty gaverlseto many 
apeoulationa and rumoia along the waterfront. 
At 8 o'olook laat evening the C.P.N, ateam. 
ship Islander waa in readineaa to leave for 
Carmanah, to offer any aaaiatanoe neeeaaary, 
when word came that the Warrimoo waa 
afloat and had passed Otter Point on her 
way in. On receipt of the laat newa tho 
lalander, though just ready to leave at the 
time, after all possible haste had been made 
to get steam up for the trip, then made faat 
to tho wharf for the night, it being decided 
that her aervices would not bo needed. 
Throe houra later, however, tho tug Lorne, 
under charter of the CP. R, left for Car- 
manah Point. The Lorne came down from 
Departure Bay under orders and was not 
in port more than half an hour when she 
started down tho Straita with Goo. MoL. 
Brown and Wm. Brown, of the 
C. P.R. Vancouver offioea, Geo. Cour- 
tney, the local agent, W. Ward 
and two preas roproaontativoa aboard. 
The fog was then clearing away somewhat 
and a good glass and sea gave no roaaon for 
much uneaeinesa. At tho aamo time also 
the local pilots wore cruising in tho vicinity 
of Race Rocks, looking for tho N. P. atoam- 
ship Victoria, which waa expected to 
arrive hourly from tho Orient, 
and which it was thought would 
bring some further newa of the 
Warrimoo. Following up the dispatch 
which decided the Islander not to go, came 
one to the effeot that the Warrimoo was 
afloat and anchored off Carmanah, while an- 
other report announced that the steamer 
waa reating eaaily, her bow being entirely 
clear, and that ahe would float at high tide. 
It was between .S and 4 o'clock 
that the Qrsb message was received, 
and it created much excitement. The 
Warrimoo la in command of Captain Bird, 
who Guocoodod Capt. Perry aa maator of the 
vesael aevoral montha ago. Like his pre- 
docossor he haa boon hitherto boon vory 
Bucceaaful in handling tho Tessa!. He was 
on bia inward voyage, and according 
to schedule time the vesael was 
duo to arrive hero yeaterdoy. Kvidently 
tho prevailing fog aocounted for 
whatever mishap occurred, and 
as the weather otherwise has 
since been good there seems little doubt 
bub that tha ship will be along some time 
to-day. 

A midnight dlopatch saya that the Port 
Townaend tug Tyoe had worked 
with tho ahip succeaBfuIly, getting her 
afloat and clear of all damagoa. More than 
uaual local interest centres in the Warri- 
moo thia trip, for she haa among her paa- 
sengera a party of teachers of the city's 
public eohoola, who have been enjoying a 
vacation trip to Honolnln.

Tho succosB of the production must be aet 
down to the atory it tolls and the frame in 
which the picture ia aet.

Tho inci- 
dents all follow in natural acquenco, tho 
oharactora aro true to lifo and tho people 
roprsBunting them look as if they had just 
walked ofT the New England farm. \\ ith 
all ita quaintneaa and aimpliolty there is 
strong coloring throughout, the tone being 
more prominently brought into view by tho 
quiet back ground against which they are 
aet. Laughter follows teara like auoahine 
after April showers, and with aa pleasant 
results. The humor doea not mar the 
pathos, bub on tho contrary it somes so 
naturally that it lends emphasis to it. 
And " The Old Homoatead " hao ita moral 
to teach with all ita fun. It ia a trite and 
homely loason and has boon told before in 
aong and atory, but lb doea nob eoem forced 
or interjeotod into thia farm life. It tolls 
of a misguided boy, yut shows that one may 
rleo from tho lowuat doptlia, and it reads a 
aormon to parents aa well. Tho aalo of seats 
opens thia morning at Jumioson'a bookstore. 



1). Roche, provincial organizer of the 
Canadian Order of the Woodmen of the 
World, instituted a camp of this order in 
tho A.O U, W. hall lust evening with a 
charter membership of 130 odd.

The boneQoiary department providea for 
the payment of from five hundred to three 
Ihouaand dollara at death to the families of 
deceased members. Assessments for tho 
purpose of paying benefits are graduated 
according to the age of the parson at join- 
ing ; the grading being in proportion to the 
average expeotancy ot life by the standard 
tables. The rale does not increase, bnt re- 
mains the same as at the l)»ginnlng, special 
inducements being thus offered to young 
and middle-aged men. The ordinary ex 
ponses of the fraternity are paid by semi 
annual dues. In addition to tho aaaesaments. 

In addition to the payment of tho full 
amount of every policy, tho head camp 
placoa at the grave of every deceased mem 
ber a bo&utilul, appropriate ar.d enduring 
monument — iho boat that can be procured 
for ono hundred dollara, It ia a funda' 
mental principle of Woodcraft that none of 
ita members shall rest in an unmarked grave. 

After one year's membership its policies 
are declared to be inconteatable, except In 
casoa of fraud, and tho Fraternity ia barred 
from rcaisting tho payment of a death loss 
for any cause, except fraud, if deceased was 
in good standing in hia payments at death. 

It haa no obligation which '.nfringea upon 
the political or religious conv ictiona of any 
man. The ritual is dignified, improasive 
and pleasing, lb teaches no abatruot creed, 
dogma, or philosophy, but exemplifies the 
beauty and grandeur of the voluntary asao- 
ciation of good men for their advantage and 
Improvement 

To join tho order persons must be white 
malca, over IG and under 55 years of age, of 
good moral character, well recommended, of 
exemplary habila, aoand In health and self- 
reliant. 

The Canadian Order of the Woodmen of 
the World paya ita losaea in full.

The Spanish UlniBter to Mexico Blames tho 
Kebelllon on the Non-Obsorvance of 
tho Ncutriillty Laws. 



CiTV OK Mexico, Aug, 9. — Duque Arcs, 
the .Spanish minister, to-day in an interview 
regarding tho suspicious steamer which put 
in at Mujeres, on the Yucatan ooaab, says 
that the Spanish consul at Progreso advised 
him promptly ot the arrivol of the vesael at 
that port. Tho minister Bays he doos not 
believe, however, that tho steamer James 
Woodall was tho one which bud 
armed men aboird. Ho thinks it 
waa an unknown steamer with Central 
Americana heavily armed and destined to 
join tho Cuban insurgents. The authorities 
of Yucatan notified the minister that for 
lack of means they could not guard their 
coasts. He did nob believe that the public 
sentiment here would permit the violation of 
the. neutrality lawa, and if ail other nations 
had been aa oarefnl in this respect 
there wonldbenorebellloninCnba. Although 
there are Cuban oluba in the ooaat towns of 
Mexico, themlniater oonaidered they would 
be ef-Jittle uae to tha rebela, either in the 
way of money or reoruita. Lacrol, the 
chief of the expedition which came to grief 
in January, came in here to aee what be 
could do in the way of ralaing men and 
money, but being (iiagustod with his non- 
succoaa, ho went to Now York.

— Tho text 
of tho telegram sent to Debba by tho State 
Populists ia aa foUowa : To Eugene V. Debbs 
and your aaaociatea now in Woodstock jail : 
We, the Popnlista of Texas, in mass conven- 
tion aaaembled at Fort Worth, recognizing 
the fact that you are now in prison for no 
crime committed by you, l)ut for your de- 
fence of humanity, right, liberty and jus- 
tice to tho toilers of this nation, having been 
placed whore you are now by injustioe, 
without trial by jury, ab the direction of 
tho money power against the constitution 
of tho United States of America, we 
hereby tender you our heartfelt sympathy 
and bid you be of tood oheor, for your let- 
ter, for which we thank you kindly, apoaks 
with more force and power with ycu in 
prison than you could if hero in person. 
We, therefore, pledge you our united sup- 
port in tho restoration of this govornmont to 
ho original conatitutlon given us by our 
forofatliora over KJO years ago. This wo 
moan, and we intend by tho help of a Divine 
Providence, no matter at what cost or 
method, to bo adopted. Wo regret tho 
cause that has led to this action, but wo are 
determined that tho causes eball bo ro- 
niovod, for wo know that under it no liberty 
for the wealth producers of thia country can 
exist.

An Early Revival of Prosiicrous 
Tisuea Antieipati'il— Mr- liobei't 
Ward's Kt marks. 

(From tho Canadian Gazette of July 18.» 

The half-yearly meeting of the B^nk of 
British Colambia was held at the Cannon 
atreet hotel on Wednoaday of last week. Sir 
Robert Oillespie proBidod, and tho other 
directora proBont were : Mr. Jamoa Ander- 
son, Mr. T. G. GilloBpie, Mr. Guy Oswald 
Smith, and Sir Charloa Tapper. There was 
» {alrly IwRe attendanoe of sharehoidera. 

The Soorebary and Manager (Mr. S. Cam- 
eron Alexander) having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting. 

The ChairniiiD auid : On the occasion of 
our laat hM yearly mtoting 1 wua unfortu- 
nately untiblo, through eevoro illneea, to bo 
prosunt, but the chuirman of tho meeting 
(Sir CharloB Tuppor) paid ino tho cDinpli- 
mont of reading to you eomo remarka I ven- 
tured to transmit to him, rather tor his own 
information than for publication. I thank 
him alao for hia kindly reference to myself, 
and for tho very able manner in which he 
conducted the buaineaa of the day. Tho rc- 
aulta announced at that last meeting un- 
doubtedly presented a marked contruet in 
character to that of receut moeiing?, and 
were disappointing. \Va have now to pre- 
Bent to you only a morioratoly auccossful 
half-yenr, ending Juno .SOth laat, but the 
expectations held out at the last meeting 
are being realized. (Hear, hoar ) Slowly 
realized, It la true, but atill ahowing an im- 
proveaient la the general business of the 
country, and prompted also by the cropa of 
grain and fruU, vrbiob promlao an abundant 
return at higher pricea. Nor mual I omit 
to refer— for it is a very Importaat fact, 
bearing more particularly on the future — to 
the revival In the mining dietrlotB of Cari- 
boo and Kootenay In British Colambia, por- 
tending, as they do, an additional source of 
prosperity to the Dominion generally, and 
particularly to British Columbia. In cor- 
roboration It will bo pleasing to you to hear 
the report of Mr. Townaend, dated June II, 
1895, from Portland, Oregon. He aaya : 

" The court will bo much gratified to learn 
that there ia great improvement in trade 
throughout the United States generally, and 
although tho wave has not yut fully reached 
tho Puoifio states, there aro sulliolont Indi- 
cations that we can rely on an early revival 
of prosperous times. Tho elleot is already 
felt in a marked degree In the Eist, from all 
parts of which the moat encouraging reports 
are made aa to the Incroaao of manufactures 
of every kind and the advance In pricea. 
One strong feature of aaEuranco aa to the Im- 
provement being permanent Is the great 
activity in the iron induatry all over the 
country, the movomenta In which do not 
take place except from solid cauaea. In Ore- 
gon and Waahlngton the heat reports como 
from the wheat dlatiicts as to the crops, and 
with the prospeots for good prices Ibe eeason 
promises to be a profitable one. Wool is 
being bought qatte freely by Eastern agents 
as well M by IfMjal dealers, and aa this has 
not^been the ease for two years past) it is an 
BBsnring atgn." 

We have other advioes from different 

Slaoea folly oon&ming tlie view which Mr. 
'ownaend takea. At oar meeting la July 
we do not, aa you are aware, make any pub. 
Ho statement of accounts. Theae will follow 
in due time and aa soon after receipt and ex- 
amination as possible. Thla la our usual 
course, the wish of tho directors being to 
meet yon as early as they possibly oan after 
telegraphic receipt of the figures to enable 
tis to announce tho recommendation of a 
dividend. The amount realized as profit 
this half year is JC 16,382, a smaller result 
than we have made for some years paat ; 
but in considering thia I must remind you 
that the first half of the year ia alwaya the 
smallest, and bearing still in mind the long 
adveree olroumatanoea we have hod to con 
tend with for the greater part of the 
time, it Is not as bad as at one time I con- 
templated. The Interim dividend we have 
to recommend la at the rate of 5 per cent, 
per annum, which will absorb £15,000 and 
leave a balance of £1,382 to be carried for- 
ward to the next half year's account, when 
we hope tbrongb the oontlnned revival of 
bnsineas and a greater Improvement In 
credit, owing to the higher range of prices 
for the produota of the land, we may bo In a 
position to present to you larger proSta and 
report a, more prosperona atate of things 
la farther reference to the reduced profits I 
may remind you of the loss experienced from 
the extremely low rates of interest prevail- 
log for tho last twelve months or more both 
in London, San Francloco and at our various 
branches. We have been unable to employ 
our capiiil except at miserable rates, and 
that has of course reduced the results 
appreciably. At times, we have had largo 
Buma yielding only one ([uarler per cent., 
and difficult to get even that. I am glad to 
inform the sharehoidera that our invest- 
ments, now amounting to £230,000, con- 
tinue to show an incroaaed value since we 
purohascd, and since our last meeting wo 
have Increased our holdings by tho pur- 
chase of $250,000 worth of iirst class United 
States four per cent, bonds. Wo thought 
It better to do that than got one quarter per 
cent, on the London market, and these 
bonda, I believe, also show some im- 
provement. Our financial position is 
usually strong and shows cash asaetp 
to the extent of 87 percent. of 
all onr immediate liabilities. (Hear, hear ) 
That maitbe aatiaftotory and resasurlog to 
yon. Of oonrae it shows the difficulty of 
employing onr money profitably here or on 
the ooatioeot of Amerloa. You will doubt- 
lesa wiah to know aomething more aa to the 
bad and doubtful debt aooount, to which 
full reference was made at the last meeting 
and when we asked you to allow ua to ap- 
propriate a large sum frem tho reserve fund. 
Of that sum we have availed to tho i^xtont 
of £28,000, leaclng at tne credit of tho bud 
and doubtful account aomo .£22,000, which 
will, lam sorry to aay, bo required to meet 
losses from old accounts. Some amount 
I fear wo must consider in connection with 
contingent lossos, and others in some in- 
stances may improve, but I trust that bo- 
fore tho current year cloaoe affairs will aa- 
fiumo a moro favorablo complexion. It has 
alwaya been my ondouvor to bo open and 
frank with you, for I have over found you 
gonoroaa and conaidcrate, and I feel It my 
duty to state my optnloi^ of theae accounts, 
for 1 have hardly had sudiolent time since 
the receipt of these accounta to scan them 
oarefnily, but I fear that it ia not anlikoly 
that the balance we now have on hand at 
the credit of the bad and donbtfal aoouunt 
may nob be anffiolent to meet the 
reqalrementi. and that we may at the end 
of the year have to provide aome farther 
sum from the recerve. At the same time I 
have reaiion to hope from the improved and 
improving condition of boaineaa that it may 
not be in so large a proportion aa in Febru- 
ary laat, and I wonld ventsre to pradlot that 



wo are on tbe eve of greater prosperity. I 
cannot go further beeaaae they are contin- 
gent Bcoounta, and we mnat wait to aee 
tvhat the next six months will bring forth. 
The report inllmatea a wish to etrcngthtn 
the court of diroocors. Thia liis been 
presai'd upon ua by several of our largeit 
proiirietors, and we reoommeod to you the 
namu of Mr. Henry John Gardiner, who is 
a large sharebntder and who has been well 
known to us for some year*, and ia Identified 
with trade In British Columbia as wtll as 
L mdon I feel suro Mr. G»rdlner will bo a 
useful colleague. I propoae "That a divi- 
dend be paid ou the paid up capital of the 
bank at the rata of 5 por cent, per annum, 
free of income tax, for the half-year ending 
30'.h June last, payable on aud after tbe 
20th lust." 

Mr. Jamoa Anderson seoondod. 

Dr. Dryadale expressed gratification at 
the return of tho chairman to health and 
tho tenor of hia rcmarka. He v/as, he aaid, 
particularly glad to bear of the poasibilltica 
of tho mining industry in British Columbia, 
bocauao in other colonies mining develop- 
ments had served to waken them up. Aa 
to tho new investment, he had no doubt tho 
Americm people were able to pay their 
debts— (Laughter) — in fact they were the 
wealthiest people in tho world — but bo had 
u diatrust of thla niiaorablo (|U08tion of b'.- 
motallian-. - -It meant lOa. in tho pound. 

Tho Chairmain — It ia only a temporary 
employment of our funds. Aa aoon as wo 
find employment of our capital wo ahall got 
rid of theae United States bonds. My Idea 
ia that American securities are much more 
likely to advance than full down. 

A Sharoholdor — Are thoy gold bearing 
bonds 

Tho Chairman — Coin bonds, I think. 

A Shareholder — Coin is a very dangerous 
thing. (Laughter.) 

Tbe Coalrman — I wiah I had more of it. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Robert Ward, as one who had known 
British Columbia for twenty-five yeara, said 
the depression whloh had prevailed over the 
United States for tbe past three years had 
not been felt so acutely in Canada, certainly 
not in British Columbia, but it could not bo 
denied that there had beeu, and is now, 
depression. Ho commended the policy of 
tho court in building a reserve fund, and 
suggested that in making any further draw- 
ings from it, enough should bo taken to 
cover every possible contingency in view, ao 
that tho shareholders might form some oloso 
idea of what to expect. No doubt the 
greatest caution was nocosaary at the pro- 
sent time, but it would not do for the bank 
to tighten ita purso atrlnga too closely, for 
they had competition not only in trade but in 
bankiog,and only recently another chartered 
bank opened a branch In British Columbia. 
Still, tho prospect was bright. Tho Do- 
minion trade returns showed that tho ex- 
ports cl British Columbia last year were 
nearly double the Imports, and the aggro- 
gato of exports largely exceeded tboae of 
any other year in tbe history of the pro- 
vince. (Hear, hear) He cordially ap- 
proved of the aeleotion of Mr. Gardintr as a 
director. • 

Tho Chairman said people in British Col 
umbla bad undoubtedly pasted through a 
most trying time duriug the laat two yeira, 
and credit had been aertoualy shaken. Did 
not the aoooonta show it? All he wonld say 
to the sharehoidera waa that they were 
watching moat oarefnlty the progress of 
things in British Columbia, endeavoring to 
secure themselves in the best posaible way 
and realize outstanding accounts as far aa 
they could, but they mnat consider their 
constituents ; he did not think pressure and 
forcing them would add very materially to 
the advantage of the bank. (Hear, hear, ) 
Thoy must have patience. The directors 
were doing all they could, and ho trusted a 
very considerable improvement would take 
place In the next aix montha, 

The resolution was then carried nnani 
monaly. i 

The Chiirman moved and Dr. Dryadale 
seconded tho election of Mr. Gardiner to 
the board, and, it having been carried 
unanimously, Mr. Girdlner brleQy returned 
thanks. 

A voto of thanks to tho Chairman closed 
the proccedinga. 

PRESIDENT WOODRDFF. 

The Head of the Mormon Church iiiul His 
Party Have Heturned From Their 
Trip to Alaska. 

PresHent Woodruff and Mesflrs. Cannon 
and Smith, the prominent members of tho 
Mormon church who recently were in Vic 
torla on their way to Alaska, 
returned to Salt Lake City, Utah 
on Saturday. The Deseret Evening 
News of that date oontains an extended ac- 
count of the party's trip. In speaking of the 
Willapa, Preaident Woodruff remarked that 
" Captain George Roberta left nothing un- 
done that would contrllmte to the travel- 
lera' comfort and happiness and that would 
bilng them in view of the grandest scenery 
and the most notable places in the wholo 
Alaskan and Britiah Columbian waters. " 
Tho party expressed thomsolvea onthusiastl- 
oally concerning tho delightful character of 
the voyage, and after Qoacrlbing tho tro- 
mcndoua glacicra and icoborga tbe 
account goea on : " In order to 
ahow tho party everything that could 
poaaibly bo reached, the captain proposed to 
tike the Willapa up Gardner's Inlet, a de- 
tour of 125 miles out of tho usual track, acd 
a place never visited by tourist steamers, 
The ecenory at tho head of this Inlet waa 
moat aubllmo and awe inspiring. At that 
point the veatol was drawn up at tho foot 
of a waterfall -lOG fi t-t high, of majeatlo 
size, which cimo tumbhng C(i.vn the aide of 
the mountain. Standing upon ihn vessel's 
deck close to where it fell into tho inlet, and 
looklag upward as It cams rolling down, 
tbe effect overwhelmed the party with an 
indescribable feeling cf admiration 

Oa the return the Captain drew 
tho vessel ap along the s'do of a preci- 
pice which rose abiuptly and perpendicu- 
larly from tbe water, except In places whore 
it overhung the vessel, to a height of 15,000 
feet, and then rpoeded a little, to double 
that height. Tho water where »he 
veaaol rested wua no loaa than 1,500 
feet deep Whllo at thiu point the namo of 
the vceBi'l nnd the date, ard also tbe cap- 
tain's nunio were painted upon tbe rock just 
above high-tido mark."

IJiiD'B and Bradstreet's Reports On the 
Outlook— Tliere Are No Sigrns 

of Reaction. 



No Great Change iu Prices— Business 
Failures lu Uuited States 
and Canada. 

New Vork, Aug. 9.— R. G. Dun & Co. 'a 
weekly review of trade saya : Boainesa oon- 

tlnuea nnuBually aotive for mideummer, and 

though there is a peroeptlblo reUxivtion 
thoro are no signs of a reaction, The only 
change of great importance which tho past 
week haa brought ia ominontly hopeful — 
tho amicablo aattlement between tho coal 
minora and their employes inlFennaylvania, 
Uhlo and Indiana. It is said that about 
100, 000 Q^en will hava their waj^es inoroaaed 
after October 1 by the adjuatment, and while 
the onlarKement of the purchasiag power ia 
of conaequence, it eeetna even more impor- 
tant that a chronic cause of contro- 
versy haa been removed by the new 
agreement as to oompany atorea. There 
ia no important obange in crop prospeota and 
at this time no nens is eminently good 
news. Speonlatlon has boon more sucjcsa- 
falin cotton than any other product during 
the past week and baa lifted the price an 
eighth. Some injory baa evidently been 
suataiood from aacoeaaive raine, and the 
government report commanda a little more 
attention. Wheat haa deolined a fraotion, 
with very scanty traneaotlons, the extreme 
ly small weatorn receipts ictluencing the 
market for the present. Corn tends to 
lower prices, with more encouraging pros- 
peotB, and the expectation of a. heavy corn 
orop affects the prices of provieiona, ua 
might Ijo expeoted. The failures for tho 
week were 225 in the United States against 
2ij'i last year, and 43 in Canada againat 40 
lascyear. 

Bradatroot's say ; The features of busi- 
□ esa are tho continuance of the reniarkablo 
strength in demand, the increase in produc- 
tion and the advance in the prices of stpnl 
and iron. Practically all Srst class pro- 
duoing plants have been put into service, 
and not a few of the cripples. Striking as 
was the demand for, and advance in the 
price of wheat, leather, cotton and other 
staples for a month or tlwo,foUowiDg March 
last, no rebound einoe the depreaaion of 
1304, has beon stronger or more aurpriaing 
than that in iron and atoel. Of the 
same nature is the evidence of 
Improved buaineaa oonditions abown by the 
activity in Almoat all mancfaotnriDg linea, 
more partloalarly, of oourae, thoae in which 
iron and ateel are employed. The demand 
for railway cars haa heen heavily inoreaaed, 
B8 have the reqaeata for steel rails, and In 
conaeqnenoe for Bessemer pig-iron. In oom- 
mon goods present prices, vhloii have an 
upward tendency, do not represent the fall 
advance in the quotations of raw mater- 
ial. While midaummer dullness character- 
izes all but a few departments 
of industry and commerce, it is plain that 
tha diatribation is far in exceas of the total 
of a year ago, and that the outlook is quite 
favorable. Prices have shown no great 
change thia week, cotton, leather and prints 
being noteworthy for advancea, and copper 
for its strength after its sadden upward 
rush in price. The buaineaa failurca, as re- 
ported to Bradfltreets, cumbered 209 
throughout the United States this week, 
ttgainat ~1 last week, 195 in tho same week 
a year ago, and 474 two years ago. 

At Toronto general trade is of fair volume, 
but better than that ia tb« report of satis- 
factory romittaucoB and tho prospect of 
large crops. An improvement is also re- 
ported from Montreal, where the volume of 
maturing bills met on August 1 was in ex- 
cess of antioipations, the renewals 
aaked for having been fully 10 loc 
oenti. fewer than a year ago. The 
Canadian ootton manufacturers have 
advaneed prioea for all their products 
and woolen gooda makers, on aome of their 
fabrics. Crop reports from all pointa in 
Nova Sootia indicate more than aoi average 
outturn notwitbatanding the recent 
drought. tThe reoent report to Bradatreeta 
oonoerning the snooess of the Labrador ood 
fishery la confirmed In the state- 
ment tbati it win be the beat for 
many years. The 1>:tnk clearings at 
Winnipeg, Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal, 
and Halifax amount to S20,9;i4,00O thia 
week, againat $17,;j32,0I)0 laat week and 
?17,794,000 a year ago. The total bank 
clearings for the week at eighty-four of the 
principal cities of tho United States are 
S076,O,'52,iilD, an increase over a year ago of 
25.9 per cent., andaiNew York S4.'30, 028,834, 
an increaao of 15 1 per cent. Por the 
Dominion of Canada tho cioariogu wore : 
Montreal, $11,927,013; increaao, 17 9. 
Toronto, $,0,90.3,428 ; increaao, 22 5. Hali- 
fax, §1,460,005 ; increaae, 17 7. Winnipeg,
